yrm. Stevens and Oeorge Eberle. The 
alarm was given and Dr. Marvin was 
Bummon(-d. Uv recognized at a glance 
that ttie men were poisoned. Flcker 
was placed in Patrol 2, and on tha 
i^ay to tha city hoapltal ba aeemed 
to rerlve for a little while. Aa the 
wagon reared the hospital ho fell Into 
convulsions again and died in a few 
minutes. Eberle, who had fallen un- 
conscious after he drank the stuff, 
was carried to the office of Or. Tata, 
at Third street and Broadway, and. 
after being pumped out, was taken to 
bis home. Daly and Iliiibank were hur- 
ried to the city hospifal in patrols and 
their stomachs washed out. 

Both were in oonTUlaiona and their 
condition ia erltleal. Stevens was ta- 
Mm to tha Qood Samaritan hospital. 
Where he was pumped out. He is in a 
serious condition. 

The bottle was sent from Memphla. 
Tenn., it is alleged, by Mrs. Little Mo- 
Cormlck to Mfa. Kate Nobbe. of this 
city. 

Mrs. Nobbe believes tbat Mrs. Mc- 
Cormlrk sent her the poison In a fit of 
JcaJousy. The handwriting of the 
woman who has written alleged objec- 
tionable lettera to Mr* Nobbe and tbe 
iHuidwrlting of the address on ttaa bot 
tie are similar. 

Mrs. Nobbe at police headquarters 
stateii that Mrs. McCormick was a 
housekeeper for her brother-in-law, Ed- 
win Pell, saloonlst, of Memphis. 

She said: "I am aatisfled tbat Liz- 
aia McCormick sent that poison to me. 
I do not know why she Is jealous of 
me. I nevfer did anything to her. No, 
my husband did not have anything to 
do with this. I am not certain where 
be Is now. The last I heard of bim he 
was out west 

The Two Were Friends. 
"Mr. Peli is friendly to me. He was 
in tbe city a short time ago, and call- 
ad on me. Ha has been kind to me. 
I don't know whether he bad anything 
to do with It or not. 

"Lfezie McC^orniick and I were 
friends when I lived down south. As 
far as I know, she was never in Cin- 
etonati. She has written ma kind let- 
ters and expressed great, friendship 
for my children. 

"There has been some talk by other 
relatives, and her mind may have been 
poisoned against me. She told me In a 
letter I raceivad a long time ago not 
to thiak toat sha wsis dagry at ma. 

"All of a sudden she turned on me, 
and for some months has been my ene- 
my. The package she sent me a few 
days ago was a suggestive one, and I 
sent it right back." 

Mrs. Nobba than produced half a 
doten lettera from Mrs. McCormick 
and they were eiaralned The waiting 
was almost identical with that on the 
package addressed to Mrs. Nobbe, 
Tkara were a few dlscrepanciea. 

Ltsnt. Sam Corbtn swore out a war- 
nmt. charging tho McCormick woman 
with murder in the first degree In the 
daath of J. B. Flcker. The warrant 
was sent at onca to Memphis. There 
will arise a aueetlon of Jnrtadiction in 
tha case at onea. the poison waa sent 
from Memphis, but the death took.
